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HORRORS OF VACCINATION. 


Durme the late rebellion in the United States, a 
conspiracy was suspected to introduce infected cloth- 
ing into the Northern citics and garrisons, for the 
purpose of accomplishing by disease what the South- 
erners were unable to accomplish by their arms. 
When this conspiracy was said to be discovered, it 
produced a shock not limited to any race or coun- 
try. It was felt that none but demons could earry 
on war upon such principles, and that there was по 
imaginable punishment too severe for it. While we 
are unable to place any limits to our indignation at 
such a hideous crime, though perpetrated in the hal- 
lowed name of patriotism, we are not only counte- 
nancing, but, in some instances, by law compelling 
the great mass of our population to submit to be poi- 
soned, their blood corrupted, and the foundations laid 
for the most devastating diseases with which the 
human family has been scourged. 


This systematic poisoning of our race is done in 
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the name of seienee; and the vast army of physicians, 
who ought to proteet the publie health, are the 
agents authorized to spread a malignant virus through 
the world. Not eontent with infeeting the blood of 
the adult and the aged, they take the helpless infant 
from its mother’s breast, and, with the lancet, trans- 
plant a virns, eoncentrated by disease, into its pure 
blood, and thus compel it to contend for the rest of 
its life with diseases whieh it otherwise would proba- 
bly never have known. 

This method of wholesale devastation, whieh sends 
thousands annually to premature graves, which shocks 
no one, which the law encourages instead of punish- 
ing, is called “ Vaceination.” 

It is now about a century and a half sinee Lady 
Mary Wortley Montague introduced from the East 
the system of inoculating with the virus of small-pox 
as a preventive of that disease. A natural instinct 
resisted this insane effort to cast out devils by Beel- 
zebub, the prinee of devils, but it gained a sufficient 
footing to demonstrate that it was propagating fright- 
fully the disease it was designed to cheek, In 1746 
a small-pox hospital for inoeulating the poor was 
established in London, and in 1752 the deaths 
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from small-pox were more numerous than ever 
before.* 

Inoeulation was prohibited by royal authority in 
Paris in 1763, in consequence of an investigation 
which proved that the infection was multiplied and 
diffused by that process. Moore, in his Ilistory of 
Small-pox, says: “It is asserted in Spaiu, where the 
practice was scarcely ever admitted, that small-pox 
has caused less mortality, in proportion to the popu- 
lation, than in any other country in Europe." 

In 1768, the Empress Catharine, of Russia, under 
the advice of Baron Dinsdale, submitted herself and 
her son Paul to his treatment by inoculation. This 
high example spread the practice through Russia, 
and diffused the natural small-pox and all its attend- 
ant evils so rapidly that the Imperial Physieian makes 
a ealeulation by which it appears that in less than 
twenty-five years every seventh child born in Russia 
died annually of small-pox.t 

Just as common sense was beginniug to get the 
better of this frightful delusion, and about eighty years 
since, Dr. Jenner introduced, as its substitute, the

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practice of inoculating with virus taken from cows 
infected with-pox, instead of that taken from small- 
pox patients. He pretended that the virus from cows 
developed a more mitigated form of disease than in- 
oculation, and was equally efficient as a prophylactic. 
This more dangerous, because less readily detected, 
delusion, though very justly denounced by his con- 
temporaries as an attempt to beastialize the human 
race, and diabolical in its tendencies, has grown in 
favor with the world, until now vaccination in many 
countrics is enforced by law; and all the foul diseases, 
of which it is the vehicle, are diffused among men, 
not only with the sanction, but at the expense of 
many of their governments. 

In 1845, while I was the Medical Director of a 
water-cure establishment in Philadelphia, I was cog- 
nizant of the case of a lady in that city, of feeble 
health, who had been repeatedly vaccinated, being 
restored to perfect health by a violent attack of con- 
fluent small-pox. I myself, though I had been vacci- 
nated several times, also took the disease, which at- 
tacked every patient in my establishment who had 
been vaccinated. Only one, a Mr. J. Kay, who had 


never been vaccinated, escaped. 
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These most unexpected results led me to investi- 
gate the theory upon which inoculation and vaccina- 
tion, as prophylactics, have been commended to the 
world. Му investigations have brought me to the 
following conclusions : 

1. That itis not true that vaccination is a prevent- 
ive of small-pox. ' 

2. That cow-pox virus is as decided a poison as 
that taken from the small-pox patient. 

3. That vaccination propagates a variety of other 
diseases, many of which are more fatal than small- 
pox, such as searlet-fever, croup, typhoid-fever, serof- 
ula, consumption, syphilis, cancer, tuberculous forma- 
tions, diphtheria, ete. 

4, That small-pox, as well as other diseases, when 
they fasten upon people who have been vaccinated, 
are more malignant and more difficult to cure than 
when they attack persons who have never had their 
blood thus corrupted. 

5. That longevity has diminished since the intro- 


duction of vaccination.

Jt is not true that vaccination is a preventive of 
smallpox. 

Independent of my own experience, which has been 
very far from confirming the pretensions of the disci- 
ples of Dr. Jenner, I will cite some of the leading 
authorities upon this subject. Dr. Pearce, who was 
for thirty-five years vaccine physician in Edinburgh 
and London, asks: “ How can the historian fall into 
the crror of ascribing the changed mortality from 
small-pox to vaccination? In the first thirty years 
of the last century there died of 1000 small-pox pa- 
tients, 74; in the last thirty years of the same centu- 
tury, after inoculation, there died of 1000, 95.” In 
the Vaccine Report of 1803, it is declared : “It is not 
at all proved that the vaccine is a benefit for the 
people, for of about 1000 persons vaccinated, six died 
and twenty-five suffered from severe illness; while at 
the same time vaccination spread the contagion and 
increased the mortality. Of 298 vaccinated, there 
died in the small-pox hospital in London not less 
than 31. Consumption increases fearfully.” Alexan- 
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der von Humboldt says, in a letter to Mr. Gibbs, 
President of the Anti-Vaceine League in London, 
“that he had clearly perceived the progressive, dan- 
gerous influence of vaccine in France, England, and 
Germany." 

During the first years of our century only 15,000, 
and up to 1808 only about 160,000, individuals were 
vaceinated in England. If such limited vaccination 
among a population of nearly twenty millions pro- 
duced the miraculous effect commonly pretended, 
why does the disease cxist there at all, now that com- 
pulsory vaccination is introduced ? 

In no country is statistical science more advanced 
than in France, and the Report on the Results of 
Vaccination of 1865, laid before the Academy in 
Paris, presents the following facts: 

* In ten departments, where, at an average, 28 per 
cent are vaccinated: cases of small-pox, 1.69 per cent; 
deaths from sınall-pox, 9.62 per cent. In ten depart- 
ment, where 100 per cent are vaceinated: cases of 
small-pox, 10.64 per cent; deaths from small-pox, 
9.90 per cent. Or, departments where vaccination is 
below 50 per cent: cases of small-pox, 2.22 per cent; 
deaths, 0.17 per cent; and where it is above 50 per 

1* 
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cent, cases of small-pox, 5.69 per cent; deaths, 0.52 
per cent.” 

Mare D’Espine shows, in Zeho Medical, Juillet, 
1859, that of vaccinated people, 65 per cent, and of 
not vaceinated, only 23 per cent were attacked by 
the most malignant form of small-pox. Where, from 
want of physical strength, the pox did not break 
out, there died of 100 vaccinated, up to 56 per cent; 
while, according to Perrin, of such not vaccinated, 
only 8 per cent died at the Hótel Dieu. 

The Report of the Epidemiological Society in Lon- 
don declares, as a proof of the value of vaccination, 
that before the compulsory vaccination law of 1853, 
in England, there died of small-pox, during twelve 
years, 82,825 persons; and after 1853, in the same 
period, there died only 47,710 persons of the same 
disease. Let us examine the report: 

First. It is thus established, that during twenty- 
four years, in which vaccination was more or less 
general, 130,535 persons died of small-pox, and that, 
therefore, at the average of 7 per cent, which was the 
average of deaths from this disease prior to the intro- 
duction of inoculation, about two millions were at- 
tacked by small-pox. 
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Second. The same report shows, that whenever the 
small-pox decreased, other skin-discases increased ; so 
that, notwithstanding the deerease of small-pox after 
1853, upward of 100,000 people more died of measles, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, and eroup, than ever 
before. 

Third. It also proves that nearly 230,000 more 
people died of consumption than before. 

Fourth. Of the small-pox patients, about 84 per 
cent were vaccinated, and 16 per cent were not vac- 
cinated. 

Fifth. It is a fact that in London there had not 
been a real small-pox epidemie from 1796 to 1825; 
but since the general introduction of vaccination, not 
one year has been entirely exempt from the disease ; 
and during the years fron: 1863 to 1865, there died 
in London alone, of small-pox, more than 20,000 
persons. 

It is also known that, during the years from 1863 
to 1865, small-pox prevailed to ап enormous extent, 
not only in England, but also in Germany, Hungary, 
France, and Sweden, notwithstanding the general 
compulsory vaccination. In Upper-Bavaria, where 


the compulsory law is strietly executed, there were, 
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at the time 1346, attacked by malignant small-pox, 
1256 vaccinated, and 90 not vaccinated ; so that vac- 
cination has not even made the disease milder. 

We know further, that the average of deaths from 
small-pox was in former times about 7 per cent; 
whereas Dr. Bayard, an eminent French physician, 
shows that now generally 15 to 20 per cent die. 

Dr. Engel, the head of the Bureau of Statistics in 
Berlin, proves, from a careful caleulation, extending 
over forty-three years, “that death by small-pox, on 
the whole, occurs now as frequently as formerly.” 

Dr. Collins, twenty years vaccine physician in Lon- 
don and Edinburgh, writes: * There really exists no 
change in the virulent character of the small-pox, 
notwithstanding the vaccination-laws; and of those 
attacked by the disease, at least two-thirds were satis- 
factorily vaecinated." He adds: “If I had the de- 
sire to describe one-third of the victims ruined by 
vaccination, the blood would stand still in your veins. 
HS We have to discern between two classes re- 
ceived in our institute: 1st, People who live in well 
ventilated houses, who are well dressed and fed and 
cared for; these are the vaceinated ones, And 2nd, 


People who live in the very opposite conditions, who 
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stand lower in a physical and mental point of view, 
and have consequently less life-power ; these are the 
not-vaceinated. I have not the least confidence in 
vaccination ; it nauseates me, for it transfers often 
filthy and dangerous diseases from one to another, 
without offering any protection whatever.” 

Statistical tables further show that, from 1675 to 
1761, the yearly average deaths by small-pox were, in 
London, 7 per cent; in Edinburgh, 7.6 per cent; in 
Paris, 7.2 per cent; in Berlin, 8.1 per cent. The 
small-pox killed before inoculation from 7 to 8 per 
cent; of those attacked by it uuder inoculation, the 
mortality increased to from 7 to 10 per cent, and 
vaecination has elevated this rate to from 11 to 15 per 
cent. The disease reached its асше in 1779 and 
1784, and then for fifteen years grew slowly milder, 
and in 1809 it nearly disappeared ; but in its stead, a 
typhoid (variola intestinalis) developed itself, which 
yearly snatched away many thousands more than any 
epidemic of small-pox. Besides this, some of the 
greatest lights of the faculty have observed and de- 
clare, “ that people who are not vaccinated, far more 
readily recover from any acute disease than those 
who are vaccinated.”

While it is established upon perfeetly competent 
authority that vaccination is not a reliable prophy- 
lactie, I propose now to show upon equally good au- 
thority, 

1st, That the cow-pox virus is as decided a poison 
as that taken from a small-pox patient; and, 

Ind, That its introduction into the human system 
propagates a variety of other diseases, many of which 
are more fatal than small-pox, such as scarlet fever, 
croup, typhoid fever, scrofula, consumption, syphilis, 
cancer, tuberculous formations, diphtheria, ete. 


I.—Cow-rox 1s Poisonous. 


The highest legal authorities define poison to be 
not only corrosive and caustie matters in general, 
which in certain known quantities endanger the 
health and life of an individual, but all matters 
which, when introduced into the body, secretly effect 
its destruction. The cow-pox therefore is a poison, 
(1,) Because it is the product of infectious matter of 
a corrosive character, for it produces on the sexual 


organs of the cow inflammation and suppuration ; 
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(2,) Because in certain quantities it endangers the 
health and life of children; (3,) Because, like syphi- 
litie poison, it eauses inflammation and ulcers. It 
was for these reasons precisely that inoculation was 
forbidden in many parts of Europe, and is now dis- 
countenanced by the medical profession everywhere. 
Why is not vaccination also? It is now ascertained 
that the cow-pox does not originate with the cow, but 
is probably communicated to it by the infected hand 
of the milker, for there is no case on record, that I 
am aware of, of a bull or ox having the pox.* 

Dr. Stamm, most careful observer, and author of a 
Treatise оп Animal Virus, declares that he never 
succecded in finding a single cow in which the pox 
had originated. Vaccine, therefore, is simply human 
small-pox strained through the system of the cow or 
some other animal, and is as much an animal virus 
as syphilis, malanders, scarlet-fever, cholera, or hy- 
drophobia, ete. Then, why not inoculate for them ? 
There have been physicians, among whom are Doc- 


tors Turenne, Froriep, and Tardieu, who recommend

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inoeulation for these diseases also; but the medical 
faculty generally, who are so persistent in poisoning 
to prevent small-pox, have hitherto shrunk from the 
logical consequences of their theory when it is pro- 
posed to apply it to other and kindred maladies. 
This, in itself, is the best possible evidence that they 
know not what they do; that they are working in 
the dark ; that they have created in the popular mind 
expectations which they dare not admit their inabil- 
ity to satisfy. 


IL—VAGCINATION PROPAGATES A LARGE VARIETY OF 
OTHER DISEASES MORE DANGEROUS THAN SMALL- 
POX. 


I will first cite the authority of a prominent cham- 
pion of vaccination, Dr. Hoffert, of Dantzic. In a 
* Review of the Principal Objections to Vaccina- 
tion,” he regrets that small-pox frequently attacks 
vaccinated persons, (p. 24;) but parries the effect of 
this admission by suggesting that small-pox itself oc- 
casionally occurs a second time in the same person, 
(p. 26;) that the increase of the small-pox is the con- 
sequence of unskillful vaccination, the use of bad 


lymph, (p. 31,) a too small number of incisions ; 
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(p. 86,) “ but here exists a great diversity of opinion.” 
He acknowledges that ¿mpetigo has been transferred 
by vaccination, (p. 42 ;) that scrofula may be devel- 
oped, (p. 4£;) that syphilis bas been thus transplant- 
ed, (p. 45;) *that the greatest care will not prevent 
the possibility of such poisoning by vaccination," (p. 
51;) and, finally, “now that small-pox has ceased 
among children, many who would have died of small- 
pox, die of measles, scarlet-fever, and similar diseases, 
which have become more malignant," (p. 53.) 

An attempt was made in 1853 to pass a law in the 
British Parliament making vaccination compulsory, 
with partial success. In 1855, Dr. Simon, who had 
voted against the law, was commissioned to get the 
opinion of the higbest medical authorities in and out 
of England on the question and report thercon to 
Parliament. He addressed 539 physicians, all sup- 
posed by him to approve of vaccination. Of the 539 
answers received, 235 were simply “ Yes,” or “No,” 
72 permit vaccination with the genuine Jenner blis- 
ter only, 16 give vaccination their unconditional ap- 
proval, 216 offer the following objections to vaecina- 
tion: 

1. It directly endangers life. 
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2. It nurses and developes latent diseases. 

3. Children frequently do not thrive so well after as 
before vaccination, especially during teething, change 
of teeth, and puberty. 

4. It introduces new diseases into the system of 
the vaccinated patient. 

ln spite of this formidable array of authority 
against vaccination, the English Parliament renewed 
the law for compulsory vaccination in 1858, by a vote 
of 101 to 95. 

A system of protection, which recommends itself 
so imperfectly to the judgment of professional ob- 
servers, after an experience of seventy years, is cer- 
tainly not worthy of legislative sanction ; still less 
of being imposed upon that half of the community 
who regard it justly as no better than legalized pois- 
oning. 

Dr. Mitchell introduced into Parliament, in the 
vain effort to arrest the progress of this ınad legisla- 
tion, a protest numerously signed, couched in the 
following terms : 

* We protest against the transplantation of an an- 
imal virus, taken from a diseased brute, into the 


blood of our children ; the operation is nauseating, 
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barbarous, and unnatural [t is our opinion, that 
the purity of the blood is the supreme basis of our 
well-being ; but it is made impure, and becomes the 
source of diseases, when it is mixed with this beastly 
poison. 

“Tt is asserted, that the animal virus, when mixed 
with the pox-poison in the blood, destroys the latter, 
or that both destroy themselves mutually. We can- 
not believe this assertion, because it is not only irra- 
tional, but becanse it contradicts all our knowledge 
of the influence of matter upon matter, when it pre- 
tends that, in consequence of the mixture of two 
corrupt animal substances, the newly gained product 
becomes pure and innocuous. 

* Even if we assume that this new product did pos- 
sess neither the characteristics of cow-pox nor those 
of small-pox, it, being another kind of corrupt mat- 
ter, must necessarily have a corrupting and diseasing 
influence." 

Dr. Hebra, professor of Therapeuties at Vienna, 
and author of a “Manual on Skin Diseases," enum- 
erates some twelve life endangering, anomalous dis- 
eases liable to occur to a person under vaccination. 
He also, though a champion of vaccination, admits 
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that the small-pox is liable to recur, and that the 
second attack is very mueh more dangerous than the 
first. Notwithstanding he recommends that small- 
pox be taken by vaceination, he acknowledges that 
it will often not prevent a recurrence of the disease, 
and if it does reeur, that it is more difficult to treat 
it than at the first attack. 

Professor Bock, in Leipzig, in answer to the ques- 
tion: “Is vaccination advantageous or otherwise?” 
replied: *I have, in a forty years practice, seen far 
more evil than good from vaccination, and therefore 
vaccinated my own children only in their third and 
fourth year, when they were hearty and strong. But 
I would never have vaccinated them, but for an in- 
direct compulsory vaccination. It cannot be doubted 
that a kind of pyemia (poisoning of the blood) is 
caused by vaccination in the infantile organism, even 
if the vaccine lymph be taken from perfectly healthy 
children, or from cows, and it is proved that such a 
blood poisoning certainly also may have very bad 
consequences. I would, therefore, never vaccinate a 
nursing baby in the first months of its life, and far 
less at the time of its weaning or teething." 


Dr. Stowell, for twenty years vaccine physician in 
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England, says: “The nearly general declaration of 
my patients, enables me to proclaim that vaccination 
is not only an illusion, but a eurse to humanity. 
More than ridieulous, it is irrational to say, that 
any corrupt matter taken from boils and blisters of 
an organie creature could affect the human body, 
otherwise than to injure it. First it was asserted 
that vaccination protected for life. When this proved 
a failure, revaceination in every seventh year was 
proposed; but this also failed. Then there was a 
want of sufficient cow-pox. Well, cows were inocu- 
lated with human pox, and the suppurated matter 
produced by this operation was called pox-lymph, 
fresh from the cow. This bastard poison is now 
transferred into human bodies, no matter what man 
or brute may have been afflicted with; but it is 


called now-a-days “ genuine vaccine.” 


This “ pure? 
lymph is carried from child to child, and spreads a 
diseased condition, so that hospitals and drug-shops 
have increased eighty per cent, and continue to do 
so from day to day. What are 450 physicians of 
the Blue-Book, while there are in London alone 
3000 physicians? I, myself, know more than a hun- 


dred physieians who think like me." 
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Dr. Skelton says: “I have belonged many years 
to the great army of vaccinators, but cannot take 
any longer upon myself the responsibility connected 
with the operation, because vaccine does not only 
not protcet, but it also produces other discases.” 

Dr. Epps, twenty-five years director of the Jenner 
Institute, had vaccinated about 120,000 persons, but 
finally declared: “The vaceine-virus is a poison. 
Аз such, it penetrates all organie systems, and infeets 
them in such a way as to act repressively on the pox. 
It is neither antidote nor corrigent, nor does it neu- 
tralise the small-pox, but only paralyzes the expan- 
sive power of a good constitution, so that the disease 
falls back upon the mucous membranes Nobody 
has the right to transplant such a mischievous poison 
compulsorily into the life of a child.” 

In England there werc in 1841, 58,000 cases of 
small-pox, and 301,788 of scarlet, measles, cholera, 
whooping cough ; and in 1851, only 33,275 cases of 
small-pox, but 503,467 of scarlet, measles, &e. ; so 
that, while small-pox had decreased about 20,000, the 
other acute diseases had increased about 200,000, 
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ПІ. 


Dr. Vilette де Terzé proves, in his Za Vaccine, 
ses consequenses funestes, (Paris 1857), that “ Ty- 
phus, scrofula and tubercles are transformed internal 
small-pox.” 

Dr. Pearce said, in a meeting at Northampton on 
the 29d of May, 1860: “I have, in all regions where 
vaecination is compulsory, observed an increase of 
mortality. The general report proves, that when- 
ever smallpox was increasing, other diseases decreased, 
and whenever the smallpox decreased, other, mostly 
more fatal diseases increased.” 

Dr. Perrin, à prominent French physician, says 
that the influence of vaccination on mortality was 
proved in 1854, in France. He mentions 114 cases 
of typhus; of these 76 were vaccinated, and of 
them 35 died; of the other 38, not vaccinated, only 
three died. Baron Michel shows in his statistical 
report of the 25,000 soldiers in Paris (from the hos- 
pital Gros Caillou) that the mortality is doubled 
since vaccination, and that fevers have increased six 


fold. 
Dr. Bayard, in a report to Parliament, calls vaccin 
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ation “a crime against nature. The spreading ot 
the virus coincides with the predisposition of the 
human family to boils, putridity, or brute disease. 
Vaccination only retards the small-pox, but does not 
extinguish it, and has, at least, doubled the mortality 
among young people.” 

Dr. Schlegel, Professor at Altenburg, in Saxony, 
finds that the number of unfortunates who suffer 
from affections of the eyes, ears, speech and mind, 
are infinitely greater now than before vaccination. 

Dr. Plagge, in Sources of Insanity, observes that 
the causes of increasing suicide and of insanity are 
not so much to be searched in social conditions, but 
in the terrible progress of the corruption of the hu- 
man fluids. 

France had, in the year 1851, 40,970 insane, and 
70,066 mentally imbecile individuals. If prominent 
authors on insanity, such as Kelp, Eulenburg, Erlen- 
mayer, Otto, Berklau, tabulate seventy-one cases of 
insanity as a direct consequence of vaccination, why 
should we not have the right to assume that this op- 
eration is the most prolific cause of the fearful in- 
erease of madness, particularly as the fact cannot 
otherwise be satisfactorily explained ? 
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One horrible result of vaccination is now estab- 
lished beyond doubt, viz: the trausplantation and 
spreading of syphilis, cancer, scrofula, tubercular 
disease, Sic. Dr. Ricord declared in 1862: “If 
there should be the fact indisputably established that 
by vaccination even only in one case syphilis is trans- 
ferred, vaccination must cease.” On the 10th of 
May, 1863, he exclaimed before the Academy at 
Paris: “ First I rejected the idea that syphilis could 
be transplanted by vaccination. But facts aceumu- 
lated more and more, and now I must concede the 
possibility of the transfer of syphilis by means of 
vaccine. I do this reluctantly. But I do not hesi- 
tate any longer to acknowledge and proclaim the 
reality of the fact." Prof. Depaul, Director of Vac- 
cine in Paris, reported to the Academy 450 cases of 
vaccine-syphilis. The before mentioned and latest 
vaccine-champion, Dr. Hoffert, concedes, “that the 
vaceinator, with all caution, will not always be able 
to prevent the syphilitic poisoning,” and adds: “I 
have no doubt that syphilis has been transplanted 
by vaccination, as long as vaccination is the property 
of the people.” 

Dr. Heim, the most prominent vaccinator of Wur- 
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temberg, coolly declares, “that the most expert di- 
aguostician will not always be able to discover dys- 
cracies in vaceine children, and that he himself has 
jransplanted syphilis from a child which seemed to 
him perfectly healthy." Forty-eight physicians tes- 
tify in the Blue Book to the same effect. 

The vaccinator Borham acknowledges in a letter 
to Lord Lyttleton, “that the lymph taken from an 
unhealthy person was a dangerous poison, the effect 
of which showed itself soon in loathsome eruptions, 
and laid the foundation of scrofulous and tubercular 
diseases." 

Dr. Copland, in his Dictionary, says, “that it is 
certain that scrofulous and tubercular diseases have 
increased since the introduction of cow-pox, and 
that the vaccine favors particularly the prevalence 
of various forms of scrofula." Niemeyer, a cham- 
pion of vaccination, acknowledges, *that cow-pox 
leaves scrofulous affections behind." Similar testi- 
mony is given by Giraudeau de St. Gervais, Hufe- 
land, Hertwig, Most, Grisolle, Canstatt, Bednar, and 
others, who count up some thirty more or less dan- 
gerous diseases, as direct consequences of vaccination. 

Prof. Hamernick, of Prague, before the Bohemian 
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Legislature, called “vaccination a disgrace for the 
medical practice.” 

Prof. Ennemoser writes about vaccination: “A 
more infernal mystification the world has never ex- 
perienced since its existence; the belief in witches 
can only be compared with it. It is certainly not to 
be comprehended how a poison in the organism can 
be extinguished by a similar poison.” Prof. Kran- 
ichfeld, of Berlin, exclaims : “TI, too, have vaccinated 
my fourteen children at a time when 1 did not know 
how injurious it was; to-day I would resist the au- 
thorities and the police-law.” Prof. Hochstetter, 
of Esling, declares: “ The very Blue Book, which is 
quoted as a testimony in favor of vaccination, has 
ereated in me the gravest doubts. The Blue Book 
is for every one who reads it carefully the strongest 
proof against vacoination.” 

Dr. Verde de Lisle an eminent French physi- 
cian, says: “How is it that in an enlightened cen- 
tury the Academy of Medicine, which is the centre 
and stimulus of this great question, tries to support 
a pitiable prejudice, not by solid and uncontroverti- 
ble reasons, but pomposity, prizes, medals and ad- 
monitions? It is high time for the interest of sci- 
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ence and humanity to stop and show how this mad, 
beastly corruption of the blood has injured our race. 
It is high time for the Academy to take up this 
question among its labors, if it would not burden 
itself with a heavy responsibility for all the misery 
with which vaccine has already afllicted from three 
to four generations. It is time to examine whether 
Jenner and his consorts, in order to have their so- 
called proteetive remedy against small-pox adopted, 
had the dishonest view to deceive the government 
and publie about the real nature of their specific. 
In ease of affirmative answer we will ask the Acad- 
emy : 

*1. Whether, by the transplantation of a skin-dis- 
ease from an animal to the human being; other affec- 
tions besides the skin-disease are not transferred ? 

*9. Whether, in consequence of the transfer of 
such a skin-disease, the absorbing and resorbing abil-: 
ity of the skin-vessels are not partly destroyed ? 

*8. Whether, in consequence of this effect, the 
loathsome eruptive matters, destined by nature to be 
thrown out of our economy, do not find an insur 
mountable barrier in the skin, and are therefore com- 


pelled to show themselves in the interior in various 
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forms, and whether these obvaccinal disorganizations 
arc not infinitely more serious, and a hundred times 
more fatal than the natural smallpox, which the vac- 
cine poisoning is to avoid ? 

*4. Whether the number of these diseases, which 
have so luxuriantly grown since the introduction of 
vaccine, are not the effects of vaccination ?” 

Dr. Mitchell said, in a speech in the lower House 
of Parliament, “that vaccine has made murder legal. 
Vaccination did not protect against small-pox, but 
was followed by blindness and scrofula. Jennerism 
is the most colossal humbug which the human race 
has been burdened with by fraud and deceit.” 

It has been shown by Professor Langenbeck, Le- 
bert and Follin, that not only syphilis, but also can- 
cer can be transplanted; and by Villemin, Cornil, 
Simon and others, that the same can be done with 


tubercles. 


IV. 


When small-pox, as well as other diseases, fasten 
upon vaccinated patients, they are more malignant 
and more difficult to treat than when they attack 
those whose blood has never been thus corrupted. 
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I have already cited numerous authorities covering 
this point ; I will eite some others. 

Dr. C. T. Pearee writes, on the 10th of August, 
1867, to Dr. Stowell, and through him to Lord Lyt- 
telton : “Since 1860 I observe, more and more, that 
the prospects of recovery of fever-patients are far 
greater with the not vaccinated than with the vac- 
cinated. I have made a terrible experience. The 
small-pox broke out in the Metropolitan Hospital. 
Four nurses, three of whom were properly vaccinated, 
and one not at all, were attacked by the disease. 
The former three suffered from the most malignant 
form, and the latter was only very lightly afflicted. 
A year later the scarlet-fever broke out, the former 
three died, and the latter, who was never vaccinated, 
recovered very easily." 

Dr. Gregory, for fifty years Director of the Small- 
pox House in London, published, before his death, 
in the Medical Times of January 27th, 1852, his 
opinion that the “idea of extinguishing the small- 
рох by vaccination is as absurd as chimcrical ; it is 
as irrational as presumptuous. lam driven to the 
conclusion that the susceptibility to pox-miasma 


grows with years in those who are vaccinated, while 
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the opposite is the case with those not vaccinated, 
whose susceptibility is greatest in childhood." Greg- 
огу refused to have his children vaceinated. 

It seems to be the decided conviction of many uf 
the experienced vaccinators, whose opinions I have 
already cited in this paper, that vaccination fastens 
the pox-poison on to the mucous membrane. 

Small-pox eruptions are found in the inner coatings 
of the body. The intestinal membranes of persons 
who have died of abdominal typhus are covered with 
such eruptions, and there exists an intimate connec- 
tion between this species of typhus and cholera. 
There is no doubt in my mind that the cholera falsely 
styled “ Asiatic,” is one of the consequences of vac- 
cination. There is no reason for calling it Asiatic. 

The mere resemblanee of certain symptoms of a 
disease we now have, to а disease which originated 
thousands of years ago in the valley of the Ganges, 
from purely local causes, is certainly no reason to as- 
sert its importation. lave we not had, for many 
centuries, the same connection with the East Indies 
we have now? Why should the year of 1830 be 
the very precise time when the scourge should have 


been imported into all eivilized and vaccinated coun- 
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tries? The faculty gives frequently very stupid and 
senseless names; as, for instance, rabies is called Hy- 
drophobia, although the sufferer has really no aver- 
sion to water; and to prevent popular prejudices caused 
by such misnames, Fuchs proposes to call the disease 
what it is, Dermo-Pneuma-Tetanus. Why not call 
Asiatic Cholera what it really is, “ Intestinal-Pox,” 
eaused by vaccination, which, according to above 
mentioned authorities, acts repressively upon the 
small-pox, and thus encumbers the inner coating, 
and predisposes them to the disease ? 

Dr. Powell, the Health Officer of San Franeisco, 
expressed his astonishment recently at the dreadful 
ravages and virulent character of the small-pox now 
a-days. He is dumbfounded at the cnormous pro- 
portion of deaths to the number of cases, and at the 
increasing ravages of disease in defiance of the pro- 
gress of science. Let him follow vaccination in its 
travels through the blood of the human race, and he 
will learn the secret of a phenomenon, before which 
he may well stand appalled. 

The fruits of vaccination in England, have re- 
cently taken to themselves new terrors. The Lon- 
don Correspondent of the New York Times of Dec. 
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4th, writes: “ I fear this letter will seem too full of 
fault-finding, but there is another subject of very 
great interest, and which may become so in America 
as well as in England. We remember something of 
the ship fever that came to us with the crowds flying 
from the Irish famine. It was a real famine fever ; 
and such a fever is now increasing in the poorer and 
more crowded parts of London. It is called the re- 
lapsing fever—a form of typhus. It may be carried 
abroad by emigration, assisted by the government or 
by parish authorities. The deaths last week, from 
this and scarlet fever, raised the mortality of the 
metropolis considerably above the usual rate.” 

How long will the physieians of London be in dis- 
covering that this “ famine fever" is another of the 


blessed results of vaccination ?

Longevity has diminished since the introduction 
of vaccination. 

This proposition can scarcely need any farther 
confirmation than may be found in the facts already 
cited. 

We will quote, however, a few statistics to prove

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that everywhere the number of men unfit for mili- 
{агу service for the last thirty years, has constantly 
inereased. Dr. Munaret, a surgeon in the French 
army, says, “ Les nombres des impropres au service 
militaire va en s’accroisant, jen accepte les chiffres 
et les deplore.” 

Dr. Poche, of the Bureau of Statistics in Austria, 
Dr. Wappaeus, Army Surgeon in Prussia, and the 
Wurtembergian physicians, complain of the same 
facts. Everywhere the standard measure of the con- 
seripts had to be reduced, and is continually reduced. 
Dr. Ancelon declares, that the mortality of soldiers 
is doubled within the last twenty years. He adds: 
“I have vaccinated for twenty years. You all have, 
I think, vaccinated with enthusiasm. Why does the 
lancet now drop from our hands? We blush and 
are confounded, because we have not yet, after a 
practice of sixty-five years, solved the preliminary 
questions: What is vaccine? Can it fulfill what it 
promised ? What are its effects? We really do not 
yet know anything about what Dr. Lalagade calls 
‘the divine clement of this precious preserva-

Dr. Engel, Director of Statistical Bureau in Berlin, 
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states, that the average lifetime has constantly sunk 
during the last forty years. 

Dr. Czoernig, Director of Statistical Bureau in 
Vienna, declares the same fact, and Dr. Huebner 
shows that there were in Austria—

The * Moniteur," (13th of July, 1862,) proves, that 
in twenty-nine departments the population is con- 
stantly decreasing, which is confirmed by Legoyt, 
Director of Statistical Bureau in Paris, and by Noi- 
rot. Carnot says: “ The mortality of people of 20 to 
40 years, from 1841 to 1859, increased from 77 to 
154.”

It will be apparent to the unprejudiced reader, 
from the facts [ have stated, and the authorities I 
have cited, that vaccination is not worthy of the con- 
fidence which it enjoys from the public, nor the sup- 
port which it receives from the faculty. The time is 


not far distant when it will experience the fate which 
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overtook its parent delusion, inoenlation, which was 
as much commended in the last century as vaccina- 
tion in this, but which subsequently, and after a reign 
of eighty years, fell under the ban of the law. 

Already the power of this new despot is beginning 
toshake. Leading physicians, though not daring to 
pronounce against vaccination, become daily less and 
less disposed to undertake its publie defense. Anti- 
vaccination Leagues are forming in all parts of Eu- 
rope; several European sovereigns have forbidden 
re-vaccination in their armies; the English Govern- 
ment has recently directed its minister at the Court 
of Wurtemberg to collect all the proofs developed 
against vaccination, and to ask Dr. Nittinger, Pro- 
fessor of Pathology at Stuttgart, and the author of a 
remarkable work entitled, * Fifty Years of Vaccine 
Poisoning,” to prepare a memoir upon the subject, to 
be laid before the Parliament. 

On the 12th of October, 1868, the centennial an- 
niversary of the inoculation of the Empress Catha- 
rine, the Russian Medical Council offered a prize of 
9,000 roubles for the best treatise on the most proper 
measures for the prevention of small-pox epidemics, 


and diminishing their mortality; also on the various 
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methods of vaceination, with a critical examination 
of their value. Here is their programme: 

1. A history of the most important pox-epidemics, 
and a history of vaccination, with a cousideration of 
the laws of the different governments referring to it, ` 
and all the regulations now existing. 

2. Present proofs that vaccination is a secure rem- 
edy against natural small-pox. Whether it be worth 
while to consider the assertion made by some physi- 
cians, that vaccination favors the spreading of some 
epidemic diseases. 

9. Whether vaccination protects, if at all, for ever, 
or only for a certain time? What are the conditions 
of the different degrees of immunity from the pox 
contagion? With a critical examination of vacci- 
nated persons who were attacked and died of small- 
pox. 

4. What is the normal course of the vaccine pus- 
tule, and what the abnormal, with proofs of the ex- 
istenec of a protective infection of the organism ? 
Morphologieal and other analyses of the vaccine- 
lymph, which show the infeeting matter in it. 

5. Can vaccination transplant into the organism 


other disease germs, and which ? 
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6. A critical examination of all the modes of vac- 
cination before and after Jenner, up to the present 
day, (including Equination and Ovination.) It is de- 
sirable that the conclusions of the authors be founded 
upon their own experimental observation. 

7. In what manner can the lymph be best collected 
and preserved? What is the duration of its efficacy 
and the best manner of sending it to remote regions. 
Technics and Hygiene of vaccination. 

8. What are the best means of diffusing vaccina- 
tion ? 

9. What evidence is there of the utility of compul- 
sory vaccination and re-vaccination ? 

10. Of the erection of vaccine-institutes, as sources 
of good lymph and means of spreading vaccination. 

It is certainly a remarkable circumstance that so 
much money and glory as would reward the success- 
ful competitor should not yet have tempted any of 
the vast army of vaccinators to come forward and 
give to the Russian Medical Council aud the world 
their reasons for the faith which is in them. If vac- 
cination proves in their practice what Jenner and his 
disciples claim it to be, it should be an easy matter 


to answer the important question submitted by the 
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Russian Council, and receive the 3000 roubles as well 
as the*decorations from the Emperor Alexander, 
which unquestionably await the successful respon- 
dent. 

Vaccination would long since have gone to the 
limbo reserved for the innumerable medieal quack- 
eries which succeed each other in the world, but for 
the terrors with which ignorance and an almost in- 
sane mode of treating the small-pox had invested that 
disease. People say that anything which diminishes 
the risk of taking such a malady is a mercy, and they 
have been persuaded that vaccination does that at 
least, never thinking of the more serious diseases 
which replace it. The small-pox derived the larger 
part of its horrors in the last century from the fre- 
quent bleeding, exhausting heat, and stifling fumiga- 
tions with which it was treated by the physicians. 
It is by no means a difficult disease to cure, and I 
marvel that the medical faculty does not spend more 
time in searching for a proper hygiene system for the 
treatment of the small-pox, and less in poisoning the 
blood of the human family in the absurd attempt to 
prevent its attacks. 

Why is it that such authorities as Currie and Bate- 
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man, so readily obeyed in other matters, are not also 
respected when they enthusiastieally praise cold water 
as the only safe remedial agent in this elass of diseases. 
Bateman, in his work entitled “A Praetieal Synopsis 
of Cutaneous Diseases," remarks: “ After the exten- 
sive evidenee, whieh a period of more than twenty 
years has furnished, in proof of the uniform effieacy 
and seeurity of the external use of eold water in sear- 
latina, and in other febrile diseases eonneeted with 
high morbid heat of the skin, it is to be lamented 
that some practitioners still look upon the practice as 
an experiment; and vepeat the remnants of exploded 
hypotheses, about repelling morbid matter, stopping 
pores, ete., as reasons for resisting the testimony of 
some of the greatest ornaments of the medieal pro- 
fession. For my own part, I have been in the eon- 
stant habit of resorting to the praetiee at every op- 
portunity in searlatina, (and in other fevers during 
my superintendenee of the l'ever Institute for the last 
ten years, attending to the simple rules laid down 
by Dr. Currie, and I have never witnessed any ineon- 
venienee, mueh less any injury from it, but an uni- 
‚Formity in its beneficial operation, of which no other 

physical expedient with which I am acquuinted af- 
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Lords an example.” To this, Professor Bock adds, 
“that any rational treatment of all dyscrasias must 
look to supporting properly the metamorphosis and re- 
moving troublesome symptoms.” “ Far more patients 
are restored and quicker strengthened by proper 
dietetic means than by any drug-medication and 
stimulation. But a proper dietetic treatment for 
acute diseases consists in a mild, mostly fluid food ; in 
keeping the air, day and night, fresh and pure; in 
most scrupulous cleanliness of clothes, bed, and per- 
son; in preventing all excitement; in proper atten- 
tion to the excretions through the skin by baths; the 
urinary by the catheter, and the bowels by enemas.” 

The regular course of small-pox runs through four 
stages: Ast, that of the infection; 2d, that of the 
eruption ; 3d, that of the suppuration, three days, 
and 4th, that of the desquamation. The whole dis- 
ease runs from fifteen to sixteen days. With desqua- 
mation often appear critical diarrhceas, frequent urine 
with a puslike sediment, and sometimes salivation. 
All this proves that the properly managed small-pox 
is one of the most thoroughly cleansing efforts of 
nature, and really a health-giving disease, and as such 
should be treated. The character of the epidemic 
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itself, and the difference in individual constitutions, 
begets, of course, many anomalies in its manifesta- 
tions. But the general treatment which under all 
circumstances I have found perfectly successful, is 
briefly the following: 

Аз soon as there is the slightest suspicion of the 
possibility of infection, I rub with wet hands the 
upper part of the bàck, thoroughly and repeatedly, 
in order to so irritate the skin there that the face 
shall remain free of the eruptions, the virus in the 
blood always depositing itself by a happy arrange- 
ment of Providence, where there is the greatest 
amount of life and irritation. 

The room of the patient must be kept cool, not 
above 60* Far., and the fever kept within the limits 
of ordinary eliminative activity by repeated wash- 
ings with water of 75°. In case the heat is not to be 
confined by these means, and delirium ensues, we 
ean resort to half-baths of 75°, in which the sufferer 
remains till he is ealmed down, but he must not be 
chilled; where half-baths are not available, we use 
wet sheet-packs, repeated according to necessity. If 
the fever is very violent, we pour water of about 65" 
F. over the head and shoulders in a halfbath of 
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70° F.; should the patient be chilly, we must not 
increase the warmth of the room, but merely cover 
him more thickly. For drink, we give him only 
water and a little milk. His food is to consist of 
light soups, fruit and compots. The bowels are to 
be kept in order by enemas of 65° F. If the mouth, 
throat and stomach should be invaded by the erup- 
tions, we apply the usual wet compress to these parts. 
The irritation of the brain we counteract by packing 
feet and legs, and giving frequent small enemas 
of 65°. 

The timely rubbing of the back of the neck and 
between the shoulders with wet hands will prevent 
the more violent breaking out of the eruptions in 
the face, which is kept cool by washing with water 
of 70° F. Larger pustules are soothed by covering 
them with fine linen kept moist with milk; cream 
subdues the itching. 

Treated in this manner, the small-pox is a blessing, 
because it frees the body of an immense amount of 
diseased matters and leaves not a mark behind. 

If the medieal faeulty would emancipate them- 
selves from the blind servitude to drugs, which rarely 


does more than transpose disease to a less safe place 
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than nature had selected for it, and if they would 
take the trouble which this treatment requires—for 
a proper treatment of the small-pox by this process 
cannot be disposed of by an order made once or twice 
a day upon an apothecary's shop—they would soon 
find that small-pox, instead of being regarded as one 
of our greatest social terrors, would be treated as а 
providential means of purifying and perfecting our 
race. They would denounce vaccination with justice, 
as inoculation was denounced before it, as an inter- 
ference with the operations of Providence for our 
good, and would fix the same penalty upon its ad- 
ministrators as is now imposed upon the administra- 
tion of any other destructive poison. 

I close this appeal from drugging to common-sense 
with the declaration that I am perfectly willing to 
answer any objections to the contents of the preced- 
ing pages, if they are brought forth in а gentlemanly 


and scientific manner.

Evil Results of ate Use in Michigan—Av

nation thoroughly performed within their bor- 
ders, and accordingly made a stipulation with a 
well-known physician of Shawano to do the 
work. He visited the town Jast Wednes- 
day, апа between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in the morning and 4 o'viock in the af- 
ternoon, vaeclüated 117 persons, old and 
young. Ofthis entire number, within six hours 
after each patient was vaccinated lie was taken 
sick, exhibiting symptoms of having been 
poisoned. By the next mornmnpy three nad died; 
two children of one family betug among the yic- 
tims, Very naturally great consternation 
seized upou the community and fear added stili 
greater Чар сет to the situation of the untortuu- 
ate peopie, Messengers were dispatched to this 
city for medical aid, and on Friday, Drs. C. E. 
CRANE aud RHODE weut to the scene. 

By the time they arrived there the sick people 
had all begun to improve, and apparently need- 
ed little else than stimulants to entirely recover. 
As near as ean be described, che arms of the pa- 
tients presented an appearance similar to the 
results of a suake-pite, and the sywptoms were 
those of persous recovering from an overdose ol 
morphine. Great care was taken to ascertain 
the oriein of the vaccine watter used, and 1t ap- 
peared that it was taken from the artos of per- 
tectly healthy children, dissolved, as ths physi-
